Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

- Applicant argues that the combination of references do not teach "wherein the first set of telecommunication services comprises services 
of a conversational class" 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. See the rejection of Claim 6 which cites Par.22 of Hyvarinen, clearly voice communication is a 
conversational class avaialble in both networks, 2G and 3G. Hence the Table as seen in Page 14 of applicants remarks should further 
include voice (i.e. first set of telelcommunication services: image, data, and voice). 

By stating that the first set of telelcommunication services comprises conversational class, doesn't change the examiners position since the 
first set can comprise other services such as the image and data. What the applicant has done with the amendment is state that there are 
other possible types of services which can be included in the first set. 

- Applicant further argues that the 35 U.S.C 112 rejection should be withdrawn due to the citation at Page 14, lines 16-22 of the 
specification and further describes how the teaching supports the limitation as claimed in Claims 30-32. 

The examiner notes that the claim is much more narrow than the support in the specification, therefore there is not clear support for the 
limtiation "the load parameter is further based on a load associated with a downlink connection and the avaiability of spreading codes" 
hence new matter is introduced. The 35 U.S.C 112 rejection is maintained. 
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
